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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The general concept of a loudspeaker horn containing a plurality of radiating 
ports for coupling sound energy in a summing throat was well known in the art at the 
time of the invention as evidenced by Danley (US 4,845,759), See Figure 6. The 
Examiner has not found prior art that teaches or suggests the modification of Danley in 
order to provide the plurality of radiating ports terminating along a side of the summing 
throat at successive locations progressing from the base end of the summing throat 
toward the mouth, as defined in independent claims 1 and 16. Other prior art has been 
cited herein regarding horns containing a plurality of acoustic transducers, however the 
other prior art of record also fails to teach or provide suggestion to arrive the 
combination of the elements and steps presented in the independent claims, again 
when said elements or steps are collectively considered in regards to each claim. For 
at least the reasons listed above, the dependent claims are also allowed in view of their 
respective dependencies upon the independent claims.
